Articles of Religion. 
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COf the authoritie ofthe Church. 


T've Church hath power to decree Rites oꝛ Ce- 

remonies, and authozitie in controuerſies of 
faith: And pet it is not la wlull foꝛ the Church to 
oꝛdaine auy thing that is contrary to Gods wozd 
wꝛitten, neither may it lo expound one place of 
Scripture, that it be repugnũt to another. Shere- 
loʒe, although the Church be a witnes anda keeper 
of holy wit: yet as it ought not to decree any 
thing againſt the ſame, fo befides the ſame, ought ic 
not toenfozce any thing to bee beleeued foz necellt- 
tie of ſaluation.

(JEnerat Councels may not bee gathered toge⸗ 
ther without the commandement and will ot 
P2tnces. And when theybegathered together (foz-
